“AM masoary school buildings
that are not up to the standards
set by the state division of archi-
tecture should be vacated.
“Schools should be housed in
bne-story frame construction until
present buildings can be brought
up to the established standards of
strength to withstand earth shock
force.”
Had the earthquake of March
10 occurred four hours earlier the
demands of a . heart-broken citi-
zenry would ~have been over-
whelmingly insistent for placing
of the, responsibility for loss of
life “where it rightfully belongs,

“Because we were fortunate
once, shall we sit disinterestedly
by and juggle the legal and moral
responsibility from boards of edu-
cation to parents, to voters, and
back again,” the report queried.
“Your vcommittee recommends
that a copy of this report be
placed In the hands of all govern-
ing officlals who. are - entrusted
with the public safety and that
they, each and severally, be ad-
vised of their responsibility and of
their legal liability Jjor failure to
make effective such provisions for
public safety, as against earth-
quake damage,’as are set forth in
this report and supported by the
